SENATORS OPPOSE 
TEACHING IN IRISH 


one of the most important 

financial measures of the year— 
Central Fund Bill, 1943—which was 
supposed to be under discussion, 
the Senate yesterday devoted its 
whole session to a debate on ‘the 
Trish language position, in the 
course of which appeals were made 
for an inquiry into the situation 
arising out of compulsory teaching 
of the language. 

A very surprised Minister for 
Finance, when he rose to reply, de- 
clared that he was glad the dis- 
cussion had arisen, because it would 
point out to certain people, certain 
newspapers, and certain leader 
writers that the Irish language was 
the most valuable national asset’ the 
country had. They should, he said, 
drive that home and make it clear 
to “these scoffers, sneerers and 
cynjcs.”’ 

Initiated by an educationalist, the 
question was taken up by the 
spokesman of the national teachers 
and by a Senator, who said that he 
expressed the view of “the man in 
the .street,”’ as well as by several 
other Senators, the majority of 
them expressing dissatisfaction with 
the existing situation. 

The lead was given to the House 
by Mr. M. Hayes, who said that what 
had been done in the first ten years 
of the State for the language had 
not been improved in the second ten 
years. ‘They must, he asserted, main- 
tain a distinct nationality, and any- 
thing they could do to preserve the 
language should be done, They had 
completely» failed, in’ exciting . the 
same interest now in the language 
as had been the case with the former 
generations. Students of all - kinds 
looked on Irish as a hard labour 
sentence, 3

arts of the country went without 
butter again yesterday. . 

In Dublin attempts are being made 
to get representatives of all pro- 
vision and grocery shops to attend 
the protest meeting in the Mansion 
House on Sunday, which has been 
arranged by the R.G.D.A.T.A.

e SOVIET COMMUNIQUE

The supplement states :—‘‘On the 
Central front our troops carried out 
offensive operations and occupied a 
number of inhabited localities,-. in- 
cluding the district centre and rail- 
way station of Izdeshkovo. The 
enemy put up stubborn resistance 
with gunfire in some sectors of this 
front. 

‘South of Igorievskaya enemy 
tanks and infantry tried to stem the 
Soviet advance,

| Collapse 


HERE were remarkable develop- 
ments at the resumed inquest 
in Waterford yesterday on the 

victims of the ‘ail wall disaster. 
Attention was drawn by Mr. George 
A. Nolan, solicitor, City Coroner, to 
the fact that no official evidence was 
offered in regard to the actual cause 
of the wall collapse, or the present 
condition of the remaining portion 
of the structure adjacent to the 
reach. Remarking that this was 
an ‘‘ extraordinary state of affairs,” 
he issued summonses for the attend- 
ance of two military commandanis 
of the Engineer Command, Curragh, 
and also directed Mr. R. J. Farrell, 
Corporation Law Adviser, to have 
Mr. David Sheedy, Borough Sur- 
veyor, present when the inquest will 
be resumed on Thursday of next 
week, “I,” said the Coroner, “as 
well as Superintendent Walsh (who 
represented the Garda), have en- 
deavoured to get evidence. «in 
respect of the examination of 
the collapsed wall. I am here 
to consider only the cause of death, 
and I am not trying any issue as to 
who was responsible for this col- 
lapsed wall.’’ 

filitary officers gave evidence that 
between 100 and 120 tons of turf 
were stacked against the wall at the 
point of collapse for about a year 
previously, but neither would express 
an opinion as to the cause of col- 
lapse. 

Mr. Seymour Rice, Board of 
Works architect, said that the jail 
premises never belonged to the Board 
of Works They were the property 
of the Department of Justice until 
taken over by the military. His 
department was not at any time 
responsible for repairs or upkeep. 
As an architect, he was of. opinion 
that it would be highly dangerous 
to have a big quantity of turf 
stacked against a wall of the height 
and thickness of the jail wall. 

Mr. Raymond ‘Farrell, engineer to 
Waterford Corporation, said he made 
an unofficial examination of the jail 
wall breach on the morning of the 
disaster with David Sheedy, borough 
surveyor He made an examination 
of the adjoining wall overlooking 
King’s terrace, however, and the 
were satisfied it was in a safe condt- 
tion. Replying to Superintendetit 
Walsh, he said he was aware that 
three or four families living in a 
house adjacent to the demolished 
houses were evacuated as a pre- 
cautionary measure, but could not 
say whether they were told toreturn 
to them. He had no knowledge of 
the condition of the wall previous to 
the tragedy, nor had he ever heard 
of an inspection of the wall being 
made. 


VICTIMS’ EVIDENCE 


Albert Roche (11), of No. 2 
King’s terrace, who lost his father, 
James Roche, two brothers, Thomas 
and Seamus; and his sister, Maura, 
in the disaster, and who was only 
discharged from hospital that 
morning, said that when he awoke 
on the morning of the tragedy, he 
found himself covered with the 
débria from the roof. His mother, 
he said, and two other sisters,

SEEING HEART SOUNDS 

A new type of stethoscope, which, 
it is claimed, will enable doctors to 
see heart sounds in the form of a 
trace on a screen was demonstrated 
esterday to electrical engineers by 
its inventor, Dr. G. E. Donovan, at 
a meeting of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers in the Physics 
Laboratory, ‘lrinity College, Dublin. 

The full title of the apparatus is 
“The Electrical Amplifying: Stetho- 
‘ocardioscopeé.”’

General Franco triumphed at the 
end of the civil war; but it was 
manifest from the start that there 
could be no question of Spain’s 
participation in the _ conflict 
between the Axis Powers and the 
Western democracies; she was 
utterly exhausted, and both sets 
of belligerents appreciated the 
fact that her one hope of national 
survival lay in neutrality. Since 
the war broke out Spain has been 
Seem forgotten. Tremendous 
vents elsewhere have been 
monopolising the attention of the 
world; but, as the campaign in 
North Africa nears its climax, 
people are beginning once more to 
realise the immense importance 
of Spain’s strategic position. What 
has been happening to the Spanish 
people since the outbreak of the 
world war? All that is known for 
certain is that their economic 
plight has been serious, and that 
the shortage of essential foodstuffs 
has accentuated th: miseries that 
were left as a legacy by the civil 
war. Politically, General Franco 
has been pursuing a rather clever 
policy. He has maintained strict 
neutrality in fact, but never has 
made the smallest secret of his 
personal sympathies with the 
Axis Powers. The Caudillo 
believes in totalitarian govern- 
ment. He inherited his political 
beliefs from Signor Mussolini and 
Herr Hitler, and his basic con- 
tempt for liberal democracy, as 
practised in the Anglo-Saxon 
States and formerly in France, 
is at least as great and as deeply 
ingrained as theirs. For that 
reason, there is much speculation 
throughout the world as a result 
of General Franco’s decision to 
convene a new Cortes, which met 
formally in Madrid on St. 
Patrick’s day. Hitherto he has 
been able to govern Spain with. 


ment. Now, for some reason best 
known to himself, he has decided 
to resume, at any rate, a 
simulacrum of parliamentary 
government, and announced at 
the opening meeting that with this 
Cortes the collaboration of the 
‘people in the tasks of the State 
is initiated. Just what this 
statement means remains to be 
seen. The new Cortes has four 
hundred and thirty-cight members, 
or procuradores. It is organised 
somewhat on the principle of our 
own Senate, on a kind of vocational 
basis, including fifty members 
nominated by General Franco; 
but, in practice, the Falange, or 
extreme Fascist Party, will have 
a clear majority. It is just possible 
that General Franco intends to 
bring about a gradual return to 
some form of parliamentary govern- 
ment, realising that critical times 
lie ahead for Spain. From the 
reports which we have seen we 
have gathered no precise informa- 
tion regarding the representation 
of Catalonia and’ the Basque 
country in the new Cortes. The 
attitude of the Catalans and the 
Basques still constitutes Spain’s 
most difficult problem, from the 
domestic point of view. Until it 
is solved, or at least simplified, the 
future of the Spanish State always 
will be in doubt. 


London of the Future 


Many engineers and architects 
have dreamed of the replanning 
of London; but never surely has 
so startling a plan been devised 
as that which Major J. H. de W. 
Waller, the celébrated Irish 
engineer, described at the Royal 
Society of Arts yesterday. Major 
Waller manifestly regards trans- 
port as the essence of planning, 
and -argues that an enormous 
airport as near as possible 
to the heart of London, is 
the first requirement. He pro- 
poses to create such an air- 
port, two miles long by two miles 
broad; and it will not be on the 
ground, but three hundred feet 
ap in the air, The aircraft of the 
world will alight upon this 
gigantic surface, and will rise 
from it for their journeys to every 
land. Underneath it will be a 
city—a portion of London which 
will differ in every radical respect 
not merely from the remainder of 
London, but from any city thus 
far known on earth. The new city 
will be capable of housing between 
one and two million people; it 
‘will shelter the headquarters of 
the great industrial firms and the 
termini of all the important rail- 
ways and ‘‘tube”’ systems. It 
will care nothing for heat and 
cold, for rain and’ -snow, 
the alternation. of the seasoiis, 
because the air will be ‘‘con- 
ditioned ”. so as to reprodnce 
any desired climate, and 
‘continuous . daylight will be 
available, if continuous daylight 
is wanted. The prospect is not 
‘without its attraction. Great, 
indeed, is: the charm of a city 
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people. at boat ond Waller's 
than 4 project.” Perha 
ever, the decision will not be left 
to a frée vote. There is no 
reason to suppose that this war 
will be the last of all wars, how- 
ever firm may be the resolve to 
establish perpetual peace. 
may be certain that, when such 
cities as Stalingrad are rebuilt, 
it will be With an eye to 
invulnerability: thé factories, the 
public utilities, the ‘controls that 
are essential to tha-city's working 
will be underground, or, altertia- 
tively, will be covered by some such 
protection as Major Waller’s con- 
templated airport. His plan is on 
the truly grand scale; it is an 
effort to create a centre of civilisa- 
tion out of an unpleasant necessity ; 
and, if it should cost as much as 
Great Britain’s war-time Budget 
for many years, it would represent 
better value for the money than 
the warships and bombing aircraft 
and tanks that serve only the 
briefest of purposes. Nevertheless, 
it will be a long time before the 
world grows accustomed to the 
notion of an all-énclosed city. 
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Magic in Miniature 


If one is to judge from the 
advertisement. which appeared 
recently on the back page of this 
newspaper, the Society of Irish 
Magicians believes in catching 
them young. The Society, which 
held its first convention last year, 
is organising’ a competition for 
juvenile magicians, who will be 
asked to demonstrate their skill 
before an awe-inspiring, albeit 
sympathetic, audience of the 
leaders of Irish magic. The 
prospect is an alluring one. To 
the ordinary man it never occurs 
that there can be such a thing ss 
a juvenile magician; the mark of 
the profession is the long grey 
beard, the wrinkled parchment 
face. Yet, Merlin himself was 
once young; those baby hands 
grasped for the first time the 
mystic wand, those rosy lips 
faltered the first ‘‘ Abracadabra,’ 
and for the first time the innocent 
blue eyes beheld the wonder of the 
Chinese Rings. When these infant 
practitioners of the magic art are 
pitted one against the other, great 
things may bo expected, and a 
great champion will be revealed. 
One sees him toddling: from his 
pram in his blue bootees, the 
pointed cap perched insecurely 
upon his curly head. With 
chubby hands he produces the 
pack of cards, and lisps the 
traditional request to select ; then 
from his napkin he whips out the 
chosen ace and slaps it down upon 
the table. Other childrep pale 
as, with confident _chuckle, he 
draws endless. pints of milk, from 
an empty bottle, as he turns a 
rattle to a comforter and a com- 
forter deftly back into a rattle, 
as with disarming frankness he 
assures his audience that he has 
nothing up the sleeve of his 
swaddling-clothes. He enacts the 
mystery of the disappearing 
nursemaid, and produces from a 
hat a teddy-bear locked, with 
apparent safety, into a brass- 
bound casket. Only one thing 
will shaké his savotr-fadire—when, 
sharp at six-thirty, the vanished 
nurse returns and bears the pro- 
testing monarch away to his 
regal cot. It will be difficult to 
choose this champion—to decide 
between the merits of a Magic 
Egyptian Perambulator and 4 
Sawing Daddy in Half. The 
committee will do .well to take 
care; for the defeated infant may 
pull the oldest trick of all from 
his woolly bag, and, in a fit of 
childish spleen, change the decid- 
ing judge to, a toad.

i . A stiff sentence, you 
will say, particularly since most 
people are unaware that it is illegal 
to enter a cupboard. Many eminent 
judges, however, have made it. clear 
that they are determined to put 
down these cupboard offences, The 
prosecution is always taken under 
‘certain old acts, Cap. xi, xviii and 

Vic. Reg., generally cited as 
the ‘Cupboard Regulation Acts. 
These somewhat obsolete statutes 
were later codified and brought up 
to date by the Presses Act of 
1853 and further extended by the 
Small Presses Act of 1893. Grat- 
tan’s parliament, a pioneer in cer- 
tain matters, passed a Small 
Cabinets Act but this was quickly 
repealed after some eighty thousand 
pounds had changed hands in bribes. 

The cupboard mania was a serious 
social problem a hundred years ago. 
It was quite common for an entire 
tribe of mendicants to live in the 
cupboards of a big house without 
the knowledge of the family occupy- 
ing the house, These beggars 
would emerge at night, eat and 
drink everything in sight, and retire 
again, like ghosts at daybreak. A 
search of the cupboards rarely re- 
vealed any trace of the intruders; 
they were all expert carpenters and 
usually had constructed ingenious 
secret compartments, often with 
lifts- and tiny stairways communi- 
cating with other cupboards, The 
her vag rn 4 and underfloors of 
nearly all the sper piles of Vic- 
torian England were infested with 
beggars in the manner imitated by 
rats in our own day. 

The Small Presses Act was in- 
tended to deal with a somewhat 
different problem. Dwarfs and 
undersized or deformed criminals 
realised the pevuliar potentialities 
of their physique and took to infest- 
ing quite humble dwellings. The 
presses they entered were too small 
to admit of structural alterations, 
but a system comparable to the 
jungle trick of camouflage was 
adwpted. The-intruder cunningly 
assumed the appearance of a roll of 
linoleum, a bundle of old clothing, a 
carpet bag, or whatever else looked 
appropriate to the setting, Cases came 
to light where dwarfs were sent to 
the ‘laundry, passed through the 
machinery there, and returned to 
the householder neatly parcelled. A 
case was heard in 1893 in the King’s 
Bench Division, in which a house- 
holder sued a steam laundrv for the 
return of £48, being paid unwit- 
tingly over a period of twenty 
years for the laundering of a 
female dwarf. Held: that the 
laundry bills were well charged 
having regard to the fact that the 
company had laundered clothing for 
a fair consideration and was under 
no obligation, whether of statute or 
in equity, to satisfy themselves that 
the said clothing was not inhabited. 
Incidentally, a thorough search by 
the police of this householder’s 
premises revealed a tribe of 18 
foreign dwarfs complete with wives 
and children and accompanied by— 
of all things—a grotesque dog which 
had been trained to make himself 
look like an old cracked wash basin. 
There was a great to-do when these 

rsons were charged in court. The 
earned judge created a scene on 
entering the court by ordering the 
attendants to clear away the 
litter of rubbish which he espied 
in the well of the court. He could 
scarcely be persuaded that this mass 
of. old rope, buckets, lady’s cycling 
bloomers and broken gramophones 
was in fact the defendants. When 
a cracked wash basin was led in 
growling loudly, his honour had to 
retire for a moment in order to 
recollect. himself. 

There were other odd cases. In 
Dublin it came to light that a some- 
what overgrown dwarf who had 
once worked as a contortionist in 
the halls took to living in the press 
of‘ a prominent gentleman’s bed- 
room. This dwarf took the form of 
an old overcoat hung on a peg. 
Unfortunately, the gentleman one 
day lost his customary overcoat and 
perforce had to use temporarily the 
overcoat he had seen so often in the 
press. For a full week he paid his 
social calls attired in a middle-aged 
dwarf, whom he hung on. hall- 
stands or handed to butlers. 

Yes, much of the colour has gone 
out of life. To-day nobody troubles 
to look even like a respectable Irish 
person. 


‘A DISTINGUISHED 
PAINTER 
MARY SWANZY 
EXHIBITION 


The remarkable thing about Miss 
Swanzy’s exhibition, which opened 
at 7 St. Stephen’s Gfeen yesterday, 
is that the artist, though she shows 
a predilection for what are called 
‘‘ literary ” subjects, also has extra- 
ordinary command over the more 
abstract technical elements in paint- 
ing. Thus in such a picture as 
‘Out of the Snare of the Fowler ”’ 
the uninitiate will inevitably seize 
on the dramatic significance of the 
central figure, whereas the more 
sophisticated visitor will be attracted 
by the power of the design of the 
whole, the admirable feeling for move- 
ment in the drawing of the figure, 
and above all, perhaps, the delicately 
modulated colour harmonies of the 
landscape background, 

Many of the pictures here, notably 
“ Praying Woman, 1939’’; ‘* June, 
1940” and ‘‘ The Sleepwalker,” 
}especially the last, with its ruins, 
its tangle of barbed wire, broken 
astrolabe and interrupted calendar, 
have clearly been suggested by the 
tragic chaos into which the con- 
temporary world has fallen. The 
tragedy is realised with a nobility 
and sense of pity that show some 
thing of Michelangelesque exaltation 
and power. Here and there we see 
that the approach to the temper of 
the great Florentine has been made 
through the medium of William 
Blake. But Miss Swanzy refuses to 
remain within. any one category, 
and, though that unusual sense of 
power would entitle her to high 
rank among visionary painters, such 
lovely 
in which the feeling and atmosphere 
of the every-day scene are admirably 
conveyed, the Ganguinesque, but 
straightforward, ‘‘Church’’ and the 
impressive landscapes, ''The Abyss’’ 
and ‘“‘The Red House,” make it 
evident that she has a gift raré 
among modern symbolists of deriv- 
ing her symbols from a close and 
comprehensive study of objective 
reality.

For some years 
ast he has, with the assistance of 
his wile, worked his own croft on 
the island of Tanera, off Achiltibuie, 
in Western Ross, where he has made 
many experiments.in cropping and 
cultivation. Dr. Fraser Darling under- 
stands the peculiar problems of the 
area and the importance of crofting 
better, perhaps, than any man living, 
and many of the benefits of his 
experience have been shared already 
with crofters with whom he has 
come in contact. His new appoint- 
ment means that the scope of his 
activities ih this direction will be 
greatly extended. When he takes up 
his new duties next month, Dr. 
Fraser Darling hopes to be able to 
utilise the holdings of some of the 
more progressive crofters to demon- 
strate the improved methods of cul- 
tivation which he has proved of 
value on Tanera. He is the author 
of many books, one of which is the 
standard book on wild deer habits in 
the highlands. 


Safety First 


During the first three years of 
war the number of people killed on 
the roads of Great Britain exceeded 
by many thousands even the number 
of deaths among merchant seamen. 
During the last complete yea. for 
which figures, are available, however, 
there has been a decrease of 2,384 
in the number of people killed in 
road accidents. The Government has 
decided to have this year a nation- 
wide campaign for road safety, con- 
ducted through the Council of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents.’ The number of factory 
accidents, especially among women, 
has greatly increased, although it 
must be remembered that a great 
many more female workers are now 
employed in the factories. In the 
year 1941 between twenty and thirty 
thousand workers were off work for 
a time as the result of accidents. 
That meant a loss of fifty million 
man. hours—a ‘serious loss at a time 
when steady production is so essen- 
tial. Accidents among adult. and 
Los male workers have increased 

y two-fifths and one-fifth, respec- 
tively; among young female workers 
by one-fifth, The accident rate 
among adult female workers, how- 
ever, had reached the amazing per- 


Reincarnation 


There are people who believe that 
the soul of the American hermit 
hilosopher, Henry David Thoreau, 
á become reincarnated in Mahatma 
Gandhi. It-is said that the famous 
Indian leader has the same char- 
acteristics as the hermit had. And, 
of course, it is well known that 
Thoreau was an advocate of civil 
disobedience, but opposed to 
violence. 

In 1848, when the United States 
made war on Mexico, the hermit, 
who lived near Concord, Massa- 
chusetts, vented his feelings about 
the action taken by his fellow- 
countrymen, He first wrote a 

amphlet on “ The Duty of Civil 
Seechedsence,’” and then refused to 
pay his poll tax. For that he was 
arrested. But the movement he 
started was short-lived in America, 
and nobody thought that, years 
after his death, it would be resur- 
rected and have such far-reaching 
effects. 

At the time- when Mahatma 
Gandhi became President of the 
Indian National Congress, Americans 
were beginning to notice a simi- 
larity between Thoreau and Gandhi, 
and a Press correspondent was sent 
to interview the latter. In the 
course of a conversation Gandhi 
disclosed that in his early days 
he studied the works of Thoreau, 
and that they gave him his inspira- 
tion for the course he persists in 

ursuing, Still some people who 
aa in reincarnation stick. to 
their opinion.

PRESENTATION TO 
PRESIDENT HYDE 


A contemporary bust of Thomas 
Moore, executed by Thomas Kirk, 
R.11.A., the sculptor who made the 
figure of Nelson on Nelson’s Pillar, 
was yesterday presented to the 
President, Dr, Douglas Hyde, by 
Senator Joseph Brennan, the Dublin 
art collector.. The gift evoked in 
the President memories of his under- 
graduate days at Trinity; for he re- 
called that as a student there he 
had received as a prize a volume of 
verse selected from Moore’s works. 
His secretary was able to find the 
volume in the library. It bore the 
date 1881, and contained some 
marginal annotations by the Presi- 
dent in Irish. i 

The President, told an /rish Times 
reporter at yesterday’s function at 
Arus an ackiaesin that he thought 
Moore had played an important part 
in Irish nineteenth century history. 
He had awakened in the upper 
classes an interest in Irish music, 
and from that starting point many 
of them had gone on to take án 
interest in Irish art, archeology and 
history. In that way Moore's work 
was of national importance. 

Yesterday’s function was the first 
occasion for some time at which the 
President has received the Press. 
He was in good health, and he 
chatted for several minutes with the 
reporters. Despite his age, his 
memory is excellent, and he recalled 
incidents of sixty years ago as clearly 
as if they had happened only a few 
weeks ago.

The unusual, but sound sugges- 
tion, that a chair of aviation be 
established at Glasgow Oniversity, 
is being pressed by Sir Patrick Dollan. 
The West of Scotland, hedeclares, is 
bound. to become a great-centre for 
aviation after the war, and this will 
give Glasgow the oppottutity to 
become as famous in the design and 
construction of aircraft es--she | is 
now in shipbuilding and engineering. 
Aviation will be a useful supplement 
to these two industries, Both of 
which should ‘prepare “for this 
development by helping the Uni- 
versity to organise the training. He 
suggests that chipbatig and 
engineering ‘fifms, and “óthers in- 
terested, should subscribe at least 
£50,000 to endow a chair of avia- 
tion, making the -University the 
first to have a -Department for 
Aviation, which would work in co- 
operation with the shipbuilding and 
engineering sections. There would be 
many opportunities for young 
engineers to develop their talents 
in design, construction and equip- 
ment and to become experts. in 
navigation and other services. The 
University, with its aviation depart- 
ment, would be able to take the 
lead in their training.
